2. PRESIDENT CARTER HAS WRITTEN PERSONAL LETTERS TO THE 
LEADERS OF FOUR MAJOR INDUSTRIAL COUNTRIES ASKING THEM TO 
JOIN THE UNITED STATES IN AN EFFORT TO HELP HARD-PRESSED 
PORTUGAL MEET ITS INTERNATIONAL FINANCIAL OBLIGATIONS. 

3. THE PRESIDENT'S APPEAL WAS PART OF AN ADMINISTRATION 
DRIVE TO ESTABLISH AN INTERNATIONAL CONSORTIUM THAT WOULD 
PROVIDE PORTUGAL WITH DOLS 1.5 BILLION IN MEDIUM-TERM 
LOANS OVER THE NEXT THREE YEARS, THE SENATE BUDGET 
COMMITTEE WAS TOLD TODAY. 

4. THOMAS DINE, DIRECTOR OF NATIONAL SECURITY AFFAIRS FOR 
THE COMMITTEE, DISCLOSED THE EXISTENCE OF THE PRESIDENTIAL 
LETTERS BUT DID NOT IDENTIFY THE POLITICAL LEADERS TO WHOM 

THEY WERE SENT. 

5. ADMINISTRATION OFFICIALS LATER CONFIRMED THAT MR. 

CARTER HAD WRITTEN EARLY IN MARCH TO CHANCELLOR HELMUT 
SCHMIDT OF WEST GERMANY, PRESIDENT VALERY GISCARD 
D'ESTAING OF FRANCE AND PRIME MINISTERS JAMES CALLAGHAN 
OF BRITAIN AND TAKEO FUKUDA OF JAPAN. 

6. MR. DINE, WHO WAS TESTIFYING ON AN OVERALL FEDERAL 
BUDGET RESOLUTION, TOLD THE COMMITTEE THAT IN ADDITION TO 
THE PRESIDENTIAL APPEALS, THE ADMINISTRATION HAD RECEIVED 
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INFORMAL INDICATIONS THAT BELGIUM. CANADA, NORWAY AND 
VENEZUELA WOULD CONSIDER JOINING THE EFFORT TO AID 
PORTUGAL. 

7. WEST GERMANY HAS INDICATED A WILLINGNESS TO HELP THE 
LISBON GOVERNMENT DIRECTLY BUT HAS INFORMED THE ADMINISTRA- 
TION THAT IT IS SKEPTICAL ABOUT THE WISDOM OF CREATING A 
CONSORTIUM, HE SAID. 

8. MR. DINE ADDED THAT THE UNITED STATES EMBASSIES WOULD 
APPROACH OTHER GOVERNMENTS ABOUT PARTICIPATING WITHIN THE 
NEXT TWO WEEKS. THESE APPEALS, HE SAID, WOULD GO TO 
AUSTRIA, LUXEMBOURG, THE NETHERLANDS AND SWEDEN. 

9. PORTUGAL, STRIVING TO ESTABLISH A DEMOCRATIC SYSTEM 
AFTER HALF A CENTURY OF AUTHORITARIAN RULE AND A STAGNATING
